Verdict Is That It Resulted From 
Candy Lodging in Throat. 

A verdict of accident was returned 
today at the inquest into the death 
of Mrs. Helen Hays Powell, Saturday 
afternoon, at the home of her father, 
Frank Hays, 5555 Pershing avenue.

| Jn this connection the report says: 
“This order of the Equalization 
Board on this one class of property— | 
a class most notorious for dodging) 
taxes—relieved the owners of money, 
notes and bonds of approximately) 
$1.469,006 in State and local taxes. 
and thus transferred that amount of 
taxes to the shoulders of the owners 
of farms, town lots and other prop- 
erty.” 

Citing the fact that early 
history of the State, laws were | 
passed for the assessment of a!l 
property on a 100 per cent valuation, | 
the report says: “Through a lone 
period of years, masterly inactivity 
of prosecuting officers, callousness of 
assessors’ consciences, cupidity of 
universal selfishness, greed and inf 
justice in our tax system secured a 
foothold. Favoritism, discrimination 
and inequality have become conven- 
tional crimes and for years the an- 
‘nual tax-dodging contest has been 
the popular practice in taxpaying 
circles.”’ 

Unequal Assessments. 

An instance is cited in which an 
assessor in a Northeast Missouri 
|'County in 1916 assessed a lot and 
‘two-story brick building at $20. Lat- 
er in the same year the property 
sold for $5000. The report says 
“every county in the State has) 
scores and some counties hundreds | 
of cases just as bad.” | 

The injustice of leaving the valua- | 
tion of property to the judgment of 
individual assessors is shown in in- 
stances where a Missouri farm valuea 
at $9600 was assessed at $3000, while. 
a valuable piece of corporation prop- | 
erty valued at $1,625,000 in central | 
east Missouri was assessed at $22,- 
190. The low assessment on the 
farm is not justified in the report, 
but it is pointed out that exemption 
granted to the corporation was 23 
times as great as the one given to 
the farmer. Under the 100-per-cent 
valuation system, with a proportion- 
ately low tax rate, the report says, 
exact justice would have been done 
to the farmer and to the corporation, 
and the State would have received 
| the amount justly due it. 

Rates and Payments. 

Explaining how the lower rate 
with full valuation would work, the 
report says: “A county in 1916 had 
an asscased valuation slightly in ex- 
cess of $8,000,000 and a levy of 40 
cents on the $100. From this levy 
$32,000 in round numbers went into 
the county treasury. That county's 
assessed valuation, made according 
to law, is approximately $40,000,000, 
or five times what it was. A rate of 
’ levy of only 8 cents on the $100 on 
the new assessment basis will put. 
the same into the county treasury as 
40 cents did on the old basis. The 
example shows that a high assessed | 
valuation does not mean correspond- 
ingly high rates, for taxes of levy can 
come down proportionately, so that 
the same amount, or even less, of | 
taxes may be collected.” 

The report contains tables show- 
ing how different methods were 
used by different district assessors 
in valuing St. Louls property. These. 
show that in some cases real estate |

Naval vessels will have 
large peace tasks of survey and dis- 
covery and protection in addition to 
police duty of an international, as 
well as of a national character.
